Edmonton residents were scrambling to 
save belongings and hunt for drier 
ground yesterday after a water main 
broke, paralyzing a city neighbourhood. 

Biyce Borgel, who lives at 108 Avenue 
and 109 Street, said he returned from his 
nightclub job at 4:30 a.m. “to diy pave¬ 
ment.” 

“All of the sudden, water started com¬ 
ing in,” said Borgel. “I called 911 at 5:45, 
and the whole road was covered in water 
by then.” 

His girlfriend’s parked car filled up 
with water at least to the seat, he said, 
and at about the same time he saw a 
truck plunge through bumper-high water 
on the street. 

Borgel said he spent the following day 
pumping 30 gallons of water out of the 
basement that his parents had just spent 
$90,000 renovating. But he said his neigh¬ 
bours fared even worse. 

“I have a tenant who woke me at 5:45 
this morning — (the basement) was al¬ 
ready flooded,” said Leslie Smigorowski, 
Borgel’s next-door neighbour. “My foun¬ 
dation is cracked, and water was coming 
up through the drain.”

A fire department official said two area 
residents had to be evacuated with rapid 
deplo 5 mient crafts, one of them “suffering 
the effects of h 5 ^othermia and exposure.” 

Bob D’Aoust, district chief for Fire Res¬ 
cue Services, said crews covered a three- 
block-by-three-block area, checking on 
residents. “Some were suffering from the 
effects of going down into their (flooded)

Expansion of the Shaw 
Conference Centre could 
help Edmonton stay com¬ 
petitive in the convention 
business, according to a 
city report. 

The report, released last 
week, says the city-owned 
facility, built in 1983 for 
$81.8 million (with a $29 
million addition in 2006), 
has tmned away 40 events 
over the last three years. 

The report says Edmon¬ 
ton needs 900 more hotel 
rooms and a doubling of 
conference space 
downtown — though there 
is no cost estimate on 
expanding the riverbank 
facility. The report also says 
the Shaw and the recent ex¬ 
pansion of the Expo Centre 
serve different purposes.

Ray Pratt, president of 
Simco Management, the 
company that manages 
the high-rise, said he an¬ 
ticipates it being early fall 
before everyone has set¬ 
tled back in. 

“We’re just finalizing 
the schedule because of 


the complexity of the situ¬ 
ation,” he said. 

There is not only reme¬ 
diation, but also renova¬ 
tions to be done in 57 
water-damaged condos. 

Pratt said he expects a 
schedule of co-ordinated 
moving dates by the end 
of the month — and start¬ 
ing as soon as possible. 

“We’re going to do a 
triage on all 57 to see 
what suites people can oc¬ 
cupy without final work 
(being done),” he said. 

Residents in the other 


100 suites will be able to 
move back in April 1, 
though. 

“I was lucky because 
my place wasn’t dam¬ 
aged,” said sixth floor resi¬ 
dent Sheila Moisey. 

Pratt said he spoke 
with the city and resi¬ 
dents will be able to get 
relaxed 2011 property tax¬ 
es. 

“To have a reduction 
would certainly be nice,” 
said Moisey. “We haven’t 
been able to live in the 
building.”

*Nasty*cnide? 
Yes please, 
says Post 

The influential Washing¬ 
ton Post editorial page 
gave its blessing yester¬ 
day to a controversial 
proposal to transport Al¬ 
berta oilsands crude into 
the United States even as 
it maligned the energy 
source as “nasty.” 

“The stuff is 82 per 
cent dirtier than more 
traditional oil, according 
to the Environmental 
Protection Agency,” read 


the editorial under the 
headline: Say Yes To This 
Pipeline. 

“Oilsands crude is 
nasty, and the sooner 
the world stops burning 
it, the better. But that’s 
actually not much of a 
reason to kill the 
pipeline.” 

With or without the 
$ 7-billion pipeline, the 
Post argued, Alberta oil¬ 
sands crude will find its 
way to the United States. 

Instead of blocking 
the pipeline, the editori¬ 
al added, Obama admin¬ 
istration officials should 
concentrate on reducing 
America’s appetite for

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No ouster yet, but 
reform promised 

O Concessions placate without giving in to unified 
opposition’s demand — Mubarak’s immediate resignation 


Eg 5 ^t’s vice-president, 
Omar Suleiman, met a 
broad representation of ma¬ 
jor opposition groups for 
the first time yesterday. 

Suleiman offered new 
concessions including free¬ 
dom of the press, release of 
those detained since anti¬ 
government protests began 
nearly two weeks ago and 
the eventual lifting of the 
country’s hated emergency 
laws. 

Two groups in 
attendance said this was 
only a first step in a dialo¬ 
gue which has yet to meet 
their central demand — 
the immediate ouster of 
longtime President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

“The protest continues 
because there are no guar¬ 
antees and not all demands 
have been met,” said 
Mostafa al-Naggar, a protest 
organizer and supporter of 


Mohamed ElBaradei, a No¬ 
bel Peace laureate and one 
of the country’s leading 
democracy advocates. 

“We did not sign on to 
the statement. This is a be¬ 
ginning of a dialogue. We 
approve the positive things 
in the statement but... we 
are still demanding that 
the president step down.” 

The outlawed Muslim 
Brotherhood, the country’s 
largest opposition group, 
made a similar statement. 

Suleiman offered to 
form a judiciary committee 
to study proposed constitu¬ 
tional reforms that would 
allow more candidates to 
run for president and 
impose term limits on the 
presidency, the state news 
agency reported. The com¬ 
mittee was given until the 
first week of March to fin¬ 
ish the tasks. 

The offer also included a

pledge not to harass those 
participating in anti- 
government protests, 
which have drawn 
hundreds of thousands at 
the biggest rallies. The gov¬ 
ernment agreed not to 
hamper freedom of press 
and not to interfere with 
text messaging and 
Internet. 

The meeting drew the 
broadest representation of 
Egypt’s fragmented opposi¬ 
tion to sit with the new 
vice-president since the 
protests began on Jan. 25.

Twin girls 
missing after 
father’s death 



Police in Italy, Switzerland 
and France searched for 
six-year-old twin girls yes¬ 
terday. They disappeared 
after their father died in 
an apparent suicide. 

The body of Matthias 
Kaspar Schepp, 43, a Cana¬ 
dian-born resident of 
Switzerland, was found by 
a railway station near the 
southern Italian port city 
Bari shortly before 11 p.m. 
on Thursday, according to 
Swiss police in the canton 
(state) of Vaud. 

Authorities believe 
Schepp, who was separat¬ 
ed from his wife, threw 
himself under a train. Po¬ 
lice in Switzerland, Italy 
and France are searching 
for the twin girls, Alessia 
and Livia, who lived in 
Lausanne with their moth¬ 
er, Irina Lucidi, 44.

$41 million on hired guns 
in Afghanistan over four 
years, much of it going to 
security companies 

slammed by the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate for having warlords on 
the payroll. 

Both the Defence and 
Foreign Affairs depart¬ 
ments have employed 11 
security contractors in Kab¬ 
ul and Kandahar since 
2006, but have kept quiet 
about the details. 

Now documents tabled 
in Parliament at the re¬ 
quest of the New Democ¬ 
rats provide the first 
comprehensive picture of 
the use of private contrac¬ 
tors, which have been ac¬ 
cused of adding to the 
chaos in Afghanistan.

Canadian spies are being 
warned not to wear their 
loyalty on their sleeve — or 
their wrist or lapel. 

The hush-hush reminder 
to employees of the Canadi¬ 
an Security Intelligence 
Service advises keeping po¬ 
lo shirts, watches and pins 
emblazoned with the dis¬ 
tinctive CSIS crest away 
from curious eyes. 

The items are sold in a 
secret shop tucked away on 
the lower level of CSIS 
headquarters in Ottawa, 
and made available to em¬ 
ployees posted elsewhere 
through the agency’s on¬ 
line memorabilia cata¬ 
logue. 

The souvenirs — which 
also include hoodies, key 
chains, mugs, pens and 
plaques — offer members 



of the intelligence service 
“a tangible sense of belong¬ 
ing to the organization,” 
says an internal CSIS article 
obtained by The Canadian 
Press under the Access to 
Information Act. 

But in keeping with CSIS 


policy, it seems the stylish 
spy must be careful to keep 
the merchandise undercov¬ 
er. 

“Although the clothing 
does not display the Ser¬ 
vice’s acron 5 nn, it does fea¬ 
ture the emblem,” says the 
October 2010 publication, 
parts of which remain clas¬ 
sified. 

“Some may argue that 
the majority of Canadian 
citizens do not recognize 
our crest, but given the In¬ 
ternet and the Service’s in¬ 
creasing media presence, 
the public is gaining aware¬ 
ness of its sjmibolism,” the 
article notes. 

The hottest seller is a pin 
featuring the CSIS crest, 
with more than 100 
snapped up monthly.

Unrest in Egypt 
to set tone 
on TSX floor 


O Traders fear political unrest could spread to other 
oil-rich countries in the region 


The tone on the Toronto 
stock market this week 
will likely be set by the 
commodity sectors amid 
volatile oil prices because 
of unrest in Egypt and 
surging copper prices. 

In a week of little new 
economic data, investors 
will also be looking to a 
string of earnings reports 
from Canadian and U.S. 
corporations. 

Oil prices moved up as 
much as seven per cent 
last week, closing as high 
as $92 US as traders wor¬ 
ried the Suez Canal could 
be shut. 

But there are doubts 
those levels can be sus¬ 
tained.

week, that’s my own gut 
feeling,” said John Kurgan 
at Lind Waldock, noting 
that oil prices bumped 
against the $92 level at 
the start of the year and 
then with the Egyptian 
crisis. 

At the same time, Kur¬ 
gan added that volatility 
in oil prices will likely 
continue. “This is not 
something that’s going to 
resolve itself near term,” 
he said.

Working Class actress can laugh at herself 



There are two things that 
have helped Melissa Peter¬ 
man get through life: Hu¬ 
mour and Reba McEntire. 

The actress-comedian 
combines the two in her 
new sitcom. Working 
Class, on CMT (8 p.m. EST). 
McEntire guest stars on the 
episode that airs Friday. 

“You have to have a 
sense of humour,” Peter¬ 
man said in a recent inter¬ 
view. “That's sort of how I 
live my life. So that's why I 
think I was attracted to the 
character. I'm like, 'Okay, 
that was awful today, but 
you know what? The house 
didn't catch on fire. So, suc¬ 
cess!”' 

Peterman stars as Carli 
Mitchell, a single mom 
with three kids, two ex-hus¬ 


bands and a ffeeloading 
brother, who is tiying to 
give her family a better life 
by moving them to an up¬ 
scale suburb. She works at 
a high-end grocery store 
alongside a character 
played by Emmy winner Ed 
Asner. 

Peterman and her char¬ 
acter share the same par¬ 
enting style. In real life, she 
is married with a five-year- 
old son, Riley.

$10 a go. They raised $450 
for Toys for Tots. 

Peterman credits McEn¬ 
tire for inspiring her to 
lead the cast of Working 
Class. The two women 
worked together on the 
CW sitcom Reba from 2001 
to 2007, where Peterman 
played the new wife of 


McEntire's ex-husband. “It 
was invaluable for me to 
watch how she was a leader 
on set, where everyone 
knew they were appreciat¬ 
ed,” she said. 

Friday's episode sees the 
two women in a role-rever¬ 
sal. McEntire plays the new 
“sugar mama” of Peter¬ 
man's ex-husband. 

McEntire said she recog¬ 
nized Peterman's same 
work ethic and natural 
charisma from her Reba 
days when she arrived on 
the Working Class set.

Debunking stuttering myths

O The King’s Speech is winning

A movie about a stuttering 
monarch, without sex. car 
chases or super heroes, 
hardly sounds like block¬ 
buster box-office fare. 

But in a less flashy way. 
The King’s Speech is about 
a hero, one who battles an 
invisible enemy that tor¬ 
ments nearly 70-million 
people around the world. 

In demystifying the lit¬ 
tle-understood speech im¬ 
pediment, the film reveals 
myths and fascinating 
truths about stuttering, 
and has won praise from 
stutterers of all ages. 

For Erik Yehl, an 11- 
year-old Chicago boy who 
began stuttering in pre¬ 
school. the movie’s mes¬ 
sage is, “I’m not stupid." 

It’s a stigma all people 
who suitter contend with 
— the notion that because 
their words sometimes 
sputter or fail to come out 
at all, their minds must be 
somehow mixed up. 

“People who stutter — 
their minds are perfectly 
good, and they’re not deaf, 
and they don’t need to be 
told to breathe. 

“They know how to

breathe. What they need... 
is to be listened to," said 
Susan Hardy, who saw the 
film with her son Aidan, a 
Chicago eighth-grader who 
also stutters. 

Jane Fraser, president of 
the Stuttering Foundation 
of America, said the movie 
mirrors her experience 
growing up with a father 
who stuttered. 

Malcolm Fraser formed 
the advocacy group in 
1947 to raise awareness 
and provide resources for 
people who stutter. 

“The impact for me was 
just bringing home 64 
years of tiying to get 
across to people how dev¬ 
astating this disorder is,” 
Fraser’s daughter said of 
seeing the movie. 

Stuttering affects al¬ 
most one per cent of the 
global population. It typi¬ 
cally begins in early child¬ 
hood as kids are learning 
to speak and is more com¬ 
mon in boys. 

About five per cent of 
children stutter, but most 
outgrow it. The condition 


tends to run in families 
and genes are thought to 
be involved in some cases. 

The scant brain imaging 
research done on the im¬ 
pediment has suggested 
that different kinds of 
brain activity occur when 
people stutter than when 
they speak fluently. 

Scientists aren’t sure 
why, and also don’t know 
why different activities in¬ 
duce fluency among some 
but not all stutterers, said 
Ehud Yairi, a prominent 


University of Illinois stut¬ 
tering expert. 

Speech therapist 

Stephanie Hirsh says she 
learned to control her own 
stuttering partly by using a 
breathing technique to 
maintain a continuous 
flow of air while talking. 

Hirsh also offers this ad¬ 
vice: Let stutterers know 
they have all the time they 
need to express them¬ 
selves. and that you really 
want to hear what they 
have to say.

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Give tea time a new meaning 


O Brew a cup of hot tea and pair it with your meal O Cooking with the drink can also help to enhance food

An afternoon cup of tea is 
often the perfect pick-me- 
up on a dreaiy day, but you 
don’t have to brew a pot to 
enjoy its flavours. Creative 
cooks are putting tea into 
ever 5 hhing from salad 
dressings to main courses 
to desserts, and also using 
the beverage to enhance 
the flavours in their meal. 

“We forget that we as a 
culture don’t serve tea 
with meals that often, but 
tea pairings are done all 
over the world,” says 
Toronto chef Therese De- 
Grace. 

“Cooking with tea is a 
veiy easy thing to do be¬ 
cause you just want to en¬ 
hance its natural flavours,” 
says DeCrace, who has de¬ 
veloped a series of recipes 


using Four O’clock tea pro¬ 
duced by the Quebec com¬ 
pany Trans-Herbe. 

Because tea comes from 
various locations around 
the world it’s a great 
source of exotic flavours. 

“You want to have tea 
blends that will stand up 
to whatever foods you’re 
cooking with and that they 
marry well and that 
they’re a good pairing,” 
DeCrace says. 

For instance, the chef 
and owner of the hospitali¬ 
ty consultancy Kitchen 
Culture suggests pairing a 
rich beef bourguignon 
with black tea. 

“The tea would set the 
stew up in a gorgeous way, 
the same way a Merlot 
would or something rich. 
You want something that’s 
going to stand up to the 
food and bring out the nat¬ 
ural flavours.” 

Many Canadians are tea 


drinkers. In 2009, the per 
capital consumption of tea 
in this countiy was 66 
litres, or 264 cups for each 
Canadian, the Tea Associa¬ 
tion of Canada says on its 
website. 

Tea is also regarded as a 
healthy drink. Research 
shows that naturally oc¬ 
curring flavonoids in tea 
have antioxidant proper¬ 
ties, which may play a role 
in reducing the risk of cer¬ 
tain cancers, heart disease 
and stroke, the Tea Associ¬ 
ation says. 

“I think people are try¬ 
ing to become more 
health-conscious,” says De- 
Grace. “We all need to 
drink more water and tea 
is the second-best beverage 
next to water, so you’re 
still going to stay hydrated 
but it's a little bit more in¬ 
teresting. It’s boring to 
drink water all the time.

• 250 ml (1 cup) pea shoots 

• 500 ml (2 cups) spinach 

• 1 cucumber, finely diced 

• 1 green apple, diced 

• 500 ml (2 cups) shredded 
hearts of romaine 

• 250 ml (1 cup) snow peas, 
cut thinly on a bias 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) raw 
sunflower seeds 

• 250 ml (1 cup) radicchio 
Green Tea, Jasmine and Lo¬ 
tus Tea Dressing 

• 1 sachet green tea, 
jasmine and lotus flower tea 
that has been pulverized (re¬ 
move from sachet) 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) organic 
full-fat yogurt 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) lemon juice 

• 75 ml (1/3 cup) apple 
cider vinegar 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) 
vegetable oil 

• Salt and pepper, to taste 


Use a few high-quality in¬ 
gredients when pairing tea 
and food, says Therese De- 
Grace of Kitchen Culture. 

The chef uses tea both 
in food and to accompany 
a dish. When developing 
recipes using tea, “I looked 
at the ingredients that 


were in the tea because I 
wanted tea to be the star 
and I worked around that 
and I wanted to take 
flavours that would en¬ 
hance the tea.” 

Here, she creates a salad 
dressing using tea.

Black Tea-Infused Poached Pear 



Packed with natural 
flavour, this dessert is low 
in fat, yet sweet enough 
to cap a meal. 

The pears are also 
poached, then diced and 
tossed in a salad, says De- 
Grace. They can be made 
ahead of time, which is 
great if you’re having a 
crowd over for dinner. 
The flavours will also in¬ 
fuse a bit more. 

Preparation: 

1 Inf use tea in boiling 
water for 6 minutes, 
then place in a large 
pot. Add remaining in¬ 
gredients and bring to 
a boil, reduce heat to a 
simmer and add pears. 

2 Cover surface of liquid 
with a piece of parch¬ 
ment paper to prevent 
pears from being 
unevenly poached. 
Cook for 20 minutes. 

3 Carefully remove pears 
from liquid and set 
aside to cool. Return 
poaching liquid to the 


stove and increase 
heat. Continue cooking 
over medium heat un¬ 
til liquid is reduced to 
the consistency of 
maple syrup and light¬ 
ly coat the back of a 
spoon, about 40 min¬ 
utes.

By 2050, the number of 
human beings on Earth 
will have quadrupled in 
just 100 years. As global 
population continues to 
surge, fresh water is be¬ 
coming an increasingly 
scarce — and precious — 
resource. 

Compared to most oth¬ 
er nations, Canadians use 
a vast amount of water — 
well over 300 litres per 
person, per day. That’s 
more than any other coun¬ 
try on Earth, except the 
United States. 

Metro asked water-con¬ 
servation expert Jerry 
Yudelson, author of Dry 
Run: Preventing the Next 
Urban Water Crisis, for 
nine wise, effective ways 
to use less water more ef¬ 
fectively. 

Turn off the water 
when you brush your 
teeth. 

“The first thing is to 
stop waste,” Yudelson says. 
“When you’re brushing 
your teeth or shaving, 
don’t leave the water run¬ 
ning. It’s nothing dramat¬ 
ic, but it has a cumulative 
effect.” 

Wash your car using 
a spray nozzle with a 
shut-off valve. 

A lot of water gets 
wasted just by leaving the 
hose running when you 
wash your car. A simple 
piece of hardware — and 
some increased awareness 
— cuts this loss dramati¬ 
cally. 

Install dual-flush toi¬ 
lets at home. 

These innovative 
devices have two 
flush settings, de¬ 
pending on whether there 
is liquid or solids in the 
bowl. 

“When I was growing 


up in the 70s we used to 
say ‘if it’s yellow, let it mel¬ 
low,” he notes. 

Install water- 
conserving faucets 
and showerheads. 
“There are many 
faucet aerators 
now that, instead of two- 
and-a-half gallons per 
minute, provide one gal¬ 
lon per minute,” notes 
Yudelson. “You won’t no¬ 
tice the difference, but 
you’ll be saving 60 per 
cent.” 

Buy a solar water 
heater. 

These sun-pow¬ 
ered devices help 
you cut your ener¬ 
gy footprint while you’re 


being mindful of 
your water use. 

Get a recirculating 
hot water system 
on a timer. 

This clever bit of engineer¬ 
ing eliminates the wait for 
hot water after you turn 
on the tap. 

“It’s a very simple 
plumbing intervention. 
Put a little pump 
on the water 
heater and 
presto!” 

Limit showers to four 
minutes. 

“I take three-minute show¬ 
ers,” Yudelson says. “And I 
guarantee you I’m still 
clean. With teenagers, in¬ 
stall a coin-operated me¬ 


ter, so it takes a loonie or a 
toonie to take a 
shower longer 
than five min¬ 
utes.” 

Use a drip irrigation system. 

Significantly more water- 
efficient than sprinklers, 
drip irrigation allows wa¬ 
ter to seep direct¬ 
ly to the roots of 
plants. 

Harvest rainwater 
or graywater at home. 

“Many households, histori¬ 
cally, have captured rain¬ 
water in a cistern,” he 
notes. “You can also col¬ 
lect gra 5 Avater (used water 
from the sink, shower or 
laundry), filter it and use it 
for your lawn.”

Or you crowd in the cafete¬ 
ria or g 5 mi with hundreds 
of other confused moms 
and dads, mispronouncing 
unfamiliar teachers’ names 
as you wait your turn. Some 
teachers time the sessions, 
ending them with a digital 
beep; in other schools, stu¬ 
dent monitors keep the 
clock, interrupting your 
meeting when time is up. 

If your kid’s a straight A 
student, it probably won’t 
be too painful — except for 
all the waiting. But if 
“needs improvement” was 
checked more than once on 
your child’s report card, 
you could be in for a long, 
depressing night. 

In fact, it can feel a little 
like speed-dating — except 


there’s zero chance of love 
at first sight. 

And it’s so veiy different 
from elementaiy school, 
where one teacher, who 
spent as many waking 
hours with your child as 
you did, could hold forth 
for 15 minutes on your 
child’s personality, talents 
and needs. Once kids get to 
Grade 6, a subject teacher 
may have 200 students in 
five different classes, and 
there’s no time on parent- 
teacher night for more than 
a summaiy of how yours is 
faring. 

“I find parent-teacher 
nights veiy stressful,” said 
Virginia Anagnos, whose 
son is a sophomore at a 
New York City public high 
school. 

But she’s come up with a 
good strategy for dealing 
with the “horse race.” Re¬ 
port card in hand, she first 
identifies the subjects 
where her son scored the 
lowest grades, and signs up 
to see those teachers first. 

“If the wait list is long, I

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identify other classes on the 
same floor to determine if I 
can see other teachers in 
the interim,” she said. And 
she has her questions 
ready: Where can her son 
improve? What should he 
focus on at home? Are there 
websites or programs he 
should look into? How can 
she, as a parent, guide him? 

Most important, “May I 
follow up with you via 
email in four weeks to 
check on his progress?” 

Anagnos’ approach is in 
keeping with what experts 
recommend. Roxanne Far¬ 
wick Owens, chair of the 
teacher education depart¬ 
ment at DePaul University, 
says parents may need to 
schedule longer follow-up 
meetings if kids are having 
problems. But in many cas¬ 
es, you can make effective 
use of these brief meetings 
by getting basic “informa¬ 
tion about what’s going on 
with the child and how the 
teacher, parent, and child 
can work together to im¬ 
prove the child’s perform¬ 
ance.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 



The Bard 
beyond books 

O Actor Michael Kelly is challenging teachers to get 
interactive with Shakespeare by way of his website 



About 10 years ago, actor 
Michael Kelly came up 
with an idea for a cool 
Shakespearean teaching 
tool. 

What if he could share 
online videos of actors and 
drama teachers performing 
Shakespeare’s works as a 
way to inspire budding 
thespians? 

Technologically, the con¬ 
cept was a little ahead of its 
time but has finally been re¬ 
alized with Thursday’s 


launch of the Shakespeare 
in Action Virtual Lab. 

The website, shake- 
speareinactoion.org, which 
is free for students and 
teachers, includes lesson 
plans, videos of tutorials 
and rehearsal techniques, 
and a karaoke feature so 
students have a virtual 
partner to practice lines 
from Hamlet, Macbeth or 
Romeo and Juliet. 

Kelly, a Toronto-based 
actor who has taught mas¬ 


ter classes for the Stratford 
Shakespeare Festival, says 
many teachers often find 
themselves out of their ele¬ 
ment when teaching 
Shakespeare, or helping to 
organize a drama produc¬ 
tion. 

“They’re obviously 
sometimes starved for re¬ 
sources and I think, in par¬ 
ticular with Shakespeare, 
they’re kind of left on their 
own,” said Kelly, who 
founded the non-profit 
Shakespeare in Action in 
1988 with a goal of expos¬ 
ing young audiences to 
Shakespearean works. 

“If you’re a teacher and 
you come out of university, 
no one teaches you how to 
teach Shakespeare. Maybe 
your major was English but 
so what? That doesn’t 
mean you really know how 
to teach Shakespeare well 
and so you’re sort of thrust 
into the classroom.”

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► Former Governor General Michaelle Jean is among those 
featured in the new Black History in Canada guide. 


Students across the coun- 
tiy are being provided with 
a primer on black histoiy 
in Canada just in time for 
Black Histoiy Month. 

The Historica-Dominion 
Institute is behind the 
Black Histoiy in Canada 
Education Guide, which 
has been shipped to more 
than 3,000 high schools. 
The institute is the coun- 
tiy’s largest charitable or¬ 
ganization dedicated to 
Canadian histoiy, identity 
and citizenship. 

Jeremy Diamond, the in¬ 
stitute’s director of devel¬ 
opment and programs, 
said the idea stemmed 
from the success they had 
creating a similar cam¬ 
paign around Paul Gross’s 


film Passchendaele a cou¬ 
ple of years ago. 

They encouraged the 
filmmakers to work with 
them on a public educa¬ 
tion campaign to help 
drive youngsters to the 
movies to learn more 
about the countiy’s histoiy 
and the First World War. 

“What we wanted to do 
with this guide in a similar 
vein is to use a popular 
book, like The Book of Ne¬ 
groes, as a foray into learn¬ 
ing about the experience of 
black histoiy in Canada,” 
Diamond said in a recent 
interview. 

He said the guide focus¬ 
es on the stoiy of black 
Canadians and black histo¬ 
iy in Canada over 400 


years, while drawing on 
Lawrence Hill’s award-win¬ 
ning novel as an example 
of the black Canadian ex¬ 
perience in the 19th centu- 
ly. The guide also includes 
a message from the author. 


The Book of Negroes 
tells the story of an 11- 
year-old girl who is abduct¬ 
ed from her village in West 
Africa and enslaved in 
North Carolina. She forges 
her way to freedom years 


later, serving the British in 
the Revolutionary War and 
registering her name in 
the Book of Negroes, a 
record of some 3,000 black 
Loyalists who left the U.S. 
to resettle in Nova Scotia. 

Diamond said they use 
different subjects or 
themes such as slaveiy and 
human rights which 
they’re able to draw from 
the book to explore the 
larger perspective of black 
histoiy in Canada. 

“We often think of the 
United States, we often 
think of the Civil War and 
slaveiy, but we have our 
own stoiy here in Canada 
when it comes to black set¬ 
tlement,” he said. “It’s 
talked about in the book. 


and we expand on that as 
part of the guide to be used 
in the classroom.” 

The guide is supple¬ 
mented with a website, 
blackhis 

torycanada.ca that has in¬ 
teractive learning tools and 
online resources. The 
guide is also accessible 
through the site. 

It also features a time¬ 
line of key events, from the 
arrival in 1605 of Mathieu 
Da Costa, a translator for 
Samuel de Champlain 
thought to be the first 
black person on Canadian 
soil, to Michaelle Jean be¬ 
coming the countiy’s first 
black governor general in 
2005.

Rodgers, the game’s

that should finally erase 
the bitterness of the Brett 
Favre separation in Green 
Bay. He’s now equal with 
Favre in Super Bowl wins, 
and he extended the Pack¬ 
ers’ record of NFL titles to 
13, nine before the Super 
Bowl era. 

“It’s what I dreamt about 
as a little kid watching Joe 
Montana and Steve Young,” 
Rodgers said, “and we just 
won the Super Bowl.” 

The Packers QB threw 
for three touchdowns, two 
to Greg Jennings, and the 
Packers (14-6) overcame 
even more injuries, build¬ 


ing a 21-3 lead, then hang¬ 
ing on to become the sec¬ 
ond No. 6 seed to win the 
championship. Coinciden¬ 
tally, the 2005 Steelers 
were the other. 

Rodgers threw for 304 
yards, including a 29-yard 
touchdown to Jordy Nel¬ 
son, who had nine catches 
for 140 yards to make up 
for three big drops. Rodgers 
found Jennings, normally 
his favourite target, for 21- 
and 8-yard scores. 

“Wow! It’s a great day to 
be great, baby,” Jennings 
said.
